Hospital Moves in Two Hours. 

Within two hours after the call for 
the army is made one complete base 
hospital from Chicago could move with 
the troops, according to the report, and 
within five days another would follow, 
with the third’ and fourth ready within 
twenty days.

Way Behind the Times. 

“Gov. Lowden in his inaugural aé- 
dress declared.emphatically for a con- 
stitutional convention,’ .Judge Cart- 
wright said. ‘ Our present constitution 
has been in effect/for forty-five years 
and in that time only seven amend- 
ments have been added to it owing to 
the extreme difficulty of the procedure. 

“ Conditions have changed materially 
since 1870.and our legislation has not 
been able to keep pace. A new consti- 
tution drafted by the ablest men of Illi- 
nois assembled in convention is our 
greatest need at the present time.’’ 

Mr. Illes expressed his conviction that 
the women of Illinois can achieve full 
suffrage only through a new constitu- . 
tion embodying the provision. ; 

‘Under our present system of admit- 
ting only one amendment at a time it 
will be practically impossible for the 
women to succeed in having their meas- 
ure added to the existing instrument,” 
he said. 

“There are others which are deemed 
more important, whether they ae or 
not, and which have more backing. 
Every woman in the state who is de- 
sirous of attaining her full political 
rights should work for a constitutional» 
convention at this session of the general 

mbly.”’ 


Other Important Amendments. 

Attorney Syster called attention to 
some of the other important matters be- 
sides full suffrage for women which-are 
badly needed, including the form for the 
present antiquated and unequal meth- 
ods of taxation, a shorter ballot, fewer 
elections, and fewer elective officers.

newspaper business jn Chicago, printing 
and its allied prankbede.

McCormick. 

Sounding a warning that in the hand 
of the newspapers of the United States 
virtually lies the fate of this country, 
Mr. McCormick declared that it should 
be the function of newspapers to “ sting 
Americans to an active new American- 
ism'’ founded upon a platform which 
will build a concrete foundation for the 
future of this country. vy 

‘There is no chance now for Amert- 
cans to falter in their steady progress,’’ 
he said. “It is a future policy that 
must be’ outlined and it Is the function 
of the newspapers to see that this policy 
is bulit up strongly. 


Should Change Chicago Government 

-“ The governing system of Chicago is 
the worst of any city in the world. There 
are more trial courts in Chicago than in 
the whole empire of Great Britain.

from the public till last year. The 
mayor’s salary is only $18,000.

“* Mesce must have been a very busy 
man to earn al! that,’’ remarked one 
alderman. ‘*‘ How does he do it?’ 

“Well, he lives itn the Thirty-third 
ward; that’s one answer,”’ sald Ald. L.

“Yes, and he spent many an idle hour 
around the council chamber before he 
landed as an expert,"’ observed Ald.

Jongress Inquiry Committee 
Urges Action to Combat 
Yucatan Combine.

Washington, D. C., Jan. 13.—[Special.]

In a lengthy report the committee de- 
ounces the Comision Reguladora, the 
Yucatan monopoly which has caused 
{merican farmers to paf . exorbitant 
irices for binder twine, but professes 
tself unable to determine whether there 
vee ary violation of law by the Pan- 
American corporation, which enabied 
he monopoly to ope ‘ate. 

The Pan-American corporation was 
wganized by Sol Wexler of New York, 
‘ormerly of New Orleans. With him

3. The committee urges the farmers 
ff the country to make every effort to 
ind a suitable substitute for sisal which 
an be grown Within the United States 
ityreasonable ect, in order that they 

say no longer be in the power of a for- 
ign monopoly for so essential a product 
is binder twine. This report is referred 
o the department of agffculture with 
he recommendation that it make special 


nvestigations toward this end. 


Beyond Reach of Law? 

The committee finds. that the monopoly 
eas formed in Yucatan, and doubts that 
t can be reached by American anti-trust 
aws. 

“The arbitrary power of the commls- 
don to fix the price of sisal,”’ the report 
‘ays, “is most dangerous, and its ac- 
ion in doubling that price since the 
earings closed last April @pnnot be too 
severely condemned.”’ 

Of the Amerecan financifers involved 
he report says: 

“The positiow of the Pan-American 
orporation is altogether different from 
hat of the Comision Reguladora. The 
ormer is an American corporation and 
“menable to our laws, if they have been 
4folated. The evidence shows conclu- 
ively that the Comision Reguiladora, 
which was created in 1912, exercised 
wractically no influence on the _ atsal 
narket until the Pan-American corpo- 
ation agreed to finance it and furnished 
he money necessary to Carry out its 
yperations. Almost immediately there- 
ifter the ‘Comision assumed active 
harge and complete control of the sisal 
rusiness which it still retains.

Warming Up the Motor. .

A good way to get the mo- 
tor warmed up is to place a good sized 
piece of newspaper over the front of the 
radiator. The air suction caused by the 
fan keeps the paper from falling off. 
If there is nonfreezing dope in the ra- 
diator, the water may become too hot 
after a few miles of driving. In this 
case, providing the car is equipped with 
a self-starter, all that is necessary is to 
son the motor and release the paper, 
r which the engine may again be 
started.

PACIFISTS AND DEFENSE. 

Most men agree that war is bad and unnecessary. 
In America—of this generation—we dismiss it as 
mere madness or insane folly. This is sententious 
rather than profound, but it is American. We 
are, therefore, with our tendency to an unexacting 
optimism, inclined to agree with the pacifist that 
war will be abolished in due time. But we do not 
expect. this to happen now. Pacifists, on the other 
hand, believe that the extent and unprecedented 


wastage of the present war will somehow pre- 
cipitate a pacifist millennium. As some of them 
before the war were “ proving” that the war was 
not humanly. possible, they are now equally con- 
fident that it will not happen again. Europe is 
‘to be so exhausted materially and disillusioned 
mentally that war will never be resorted to again. 
There are to be preventives which will work this 
time. ees | : : 
-* But how can any mind which is dealing with 

this. question fairly assume that this expectation 

is certain to be realized? War after war was 

waged in the nineteenth century. We in peaceful 

America fought four, one of them fractricidal, and, 

another, from a pacifist view, as unnecessary and 

inexcusable as any war ever fought in the old world.

of men and nations, if we grant that altruism has 
increased, yet unless ‘we also believe the human 


race is to be transformed by the present war, we 
must admit there still are not only individuals 
but nations that are, to use the sane pacifist Wil- 
liam James’ term, “tough minded.” These nations 
are masterfully ambitious, aggressive, not averse 
to war or conquest. We, on the other hand, may

Considerable spéculation prevails as to the iden- 
tity of the two cardinals in question. But most 
of the conjectures unite in declaring one of them 
to be Prince Adam Sapieha, prince bishop of Cra-. 
cow and head of the Roman Catholic hierarchy in 
Austrian Poland. | 

Prince Adam Sapieha, who has for many years 
been persona gratissima at the vaticay, has 
brought home to Benedict XV. more than any one 
else the terrible sufferings of the Roman Catholic 
Poles in Galicia, which has been for more than two 
years one of the chief battle grounds of the war- 
ring nations, and in Russian Poland, In fact, the 
condition of the Poles is something beyond all be- 
lief, nearly all children under 7 having succumbed 
to want and to the,maladies resulting therefrom. 


It is said that Benedict XV. in raising a mem- 
ber of the historic Polish house of Sapieha to the 
rank of cardinal wishes to give a public manifes- 
tation of his sympathy for the Poles, and also to 
earry out the intention credited to Pius X. a short 
time before his death, Prince Adam Sapieha having ‘ 
stood very high in the good graces of Pius X. 
The prince is a younger brother of that Prince 
Jean Sapieha who has spent so much time in the 
United States, and who, having at the beginning 
of the war thrown in his lot with the Russians 
instead of the Austrians, now lives in England 
with his English wife, the former Alice Probyn, 
widow first of the fifth Earl of Lisburne and then 
of the third Earl of Amherst. 
At the time of his wedding in London in the fall 
of 1914 he was wrongly reported in the American 
press to have been shot in the Tower of London 
as an Austrian spy. But far from this being the 
case, he is living quite happily with the former 
Lady Amherst at her country seat, Plas Amherst, 
near Harlech, in North Wales, with a home in Lon- 
don at Basil Mansions, Basil street, 8S. W.

‘But, they add, “such a confession imposes very 
strict limitations on the conduct of the advocate’s 
defense. An advocate may not assert -what he 
knows to be a lie. He may not connive at, much 
less attempt to substantiate, a fraud. It would be 
wrong, for example, for him to suggest that some 
other person had committed the offense, or to call 
evidence in support of an alibi which he knows to 
be false.”

PEN FIREPLACES. Practically 
nothing can be said in favor of 
heating by open fireplaces except 
that through an appeal to the 
sentimental they are said to be 
‘cheerful. The fireside is writ in song 
and story. An open fire, therefore, calls 
up all that we have read of poetry and 
romance. To this we add the recollec- 
tions of home and mother. We add up 
these memories and emotions, supple- 
‘ment them with a certain degree of 
satisfaction from physical comfort and 
call the product the cheerfulness of the 
open fire. 

Open fires are wasteful. Most of the 
heat goes up the chimney. To lessen 
this waste many'kinds of dampers and 
peculiar backs have been and are used 
and many arrangements for modifying 
the feed of air through the coals have 
been used. The best that can be said 
of the best of these is that they de- 
crease the amount of waste. 

The amount of air which goes up the 
chimney is given by Parkes as 10,000 
cubic feet an hour; by Notter as 18,000. 
Of course the amount varies according 
to the size of the fire, the size of the 
chimney, and other varying factors. 
The escaping air carries with it most 
of the heat produced by the coal. 


oo é 

The air which escapes up the chimney 
has entered the room through windows, 
doors, and cracks. It flows across the 
floor toward the fireplace. It chills 
the floors. A room heated by an open 
fire cannot be used except for a space 
of about 30 feet in front of the fire. 

The second reason generally given for 
having an open fire is that {t promotes 


have air and in consequence air neces- 
sary for ventilation must enter the 
room. Within certain limits this is 
true. But is not this a fact? Wherever 
any one of us has known a house heated 
by fireplaces we have known a house 
with the windows constantly closed 
and the crecks chinked. 

The fact is that fireplace heating is 
so unsatisfactory that the only way to 
make the house warm enough to live in 
is to fasten down the windows and 
chink up the cracks. The only place 
for open fire heating is in rooms heated 
by steam or hot water where an open 
fire is added for its effect on ventilation 
and to increase the home-i-ness. 


_ 

GAS LOG HEATING. This has all 
the disadvantages of stove heat and 
some besides. As heaters are commonly 
built some of the orifices pour unburned 
gas into the room, Leakage through 
rubber tubes and around joints com- 
monly occurs. . - 

The use of a gas heater for a few 
minutes to raise fhe temperature of 
the nursery before disrobing the baby 
may be justified. The same may be said 
for the use of a gas heater In the bath- 
room for five mniutes before using It. 
‘The use of a gas heater without «a 
chimney or pipe to carry off the com- 
bustion gases is always harmful and 
for the bathroom may be fatal.

ELECTRIC STOVES. The use of elec- 
tric heaters for temporarily raising the 
temperature of the bathroom of nur- 
gery has all the advantages of gas log 
heating and none of itg disadvantages. 

~~, 

STOVE HEAT. If the fire ts to be 
placed within the room much the most 
satisfactory method of heating is by 
stoves. For ohe thing the heating is 
less wasteful. 
heat escaping through the chimney is 
less than in open fire heating. Dam- 
pers and doors can regulate the rapid- 
ity of consumption of fuel and prevent 
the strong up currergs in the pipe. 

Furthermore, the pipes can be placed 
so they will give up a considerable part 
of their heat before they leave the space 
to be heated. The cold air needed for 
the fife can be brought to the stove 
by a duct under the floor or on it. The 
warm air around the stove can be some- 
what distributed. The stove may be 
placed toward the center of the room. 

A room can be heated much more eco- 
nomically by a stove than by a fre- 
place. It can be heated much more ef* 
fectively as well. Even in zero weather 
@ room heated by a jacketed stove can 
be fully occupied except for a zone of 
a few feet along outside walls and 


cupation is not permissible where fire- 
place heating is used. 

Another advantage ‘ over fireplace 
heating is that the air can be humidi- 
fied. Ehough water can be evaporated 
on a stove to properly humidify the air. 
As between stove heat and open fire- 
place heat the edvantage is all with the 
former.

Stove heat has shortcomings of the 
worst outstanding kind. It is dirty. 
Cleaning cannot be done without filling 
the air with fine impalpable ashes. As 
commonly operated the air is not hu- 
midified or insufficiently so. When an 


ordinary cast iron stove is used it is 
the custom to run the stove at red heat 
for a portion of the time and then 
to permit it to get fairly cool. 

When the stove is red hot the air 
nearby is much too hot, burning dust 
particles give to the room an odor of 
scorching and some scientists tell us 


that carbon monoxide in fair quanti- 
ties is fed into the air. 

Owing to the inefficiency of stove heat 
ventilation In a stoye heated room is 
rarely satisfactory. The rule is that 
the windows are kept tightly closed and 
the cracks chinked. The consumption

It {® not costly nor impracticable to 
equip a furnace with evaporating fans 
to evaporate fifteen gallons of water in 
twenty-four hours. Many mapufactur- 
ers are ready to supply furnaces with 


per fans. Other manufacturers are} 


ready to attach humidifying apparatus 
to furnaces not equipped by the manu- 
facturers. 


In spite of all this, when we come to 
enumerate the shortcomings of furnace 
heat, low humidity is to be mentioned 
prominently. Most of the furnaces sold 
either have ho water pan or else have 
a pan holding a quart or such amount 
placed somiewhere near the ash pan. 

The air in houses heated by such fur- 
naces is death and destruction; death to 
the people and destruction to their fur- 
niture. Pans and buckets of water 
placed over or near registers will not 
evaporate enough water to materially 
raise the humidity of the air in the 
rooms. In furnace heat there is one 
place and only one to evaporate water, 
and that is in the air chamber of the. 
furnace. The method employed by most 
manufacturers is to place an evaporat-, 
jng pan supplied by a water pipe and 
a float vaive in the air chamber above 
the fikepot. 


~~ 
A second disadvantage of hot air heat 
is the recirculation of air. The air 
taken from the rooms is carried to the 
furnace, reheated and _ recirculated. 
There is no objection to this, according 
to the opinions prevailing at the present 
time, provided a certain proportion of 
fresh air drawn from the outside is add- 
ed to the circulating air. 
Most manufacturers of hot air fur- 


‘naces now provide for an intake of fresh 


air through suitable ducts, the fresh air 
to be mixed with the recirculated air. 
The trouble is in securing the use of 
these ducts. The more outsidé air taken 
in the higher mounts the coal bill. The 
temptation to shut off the outside air 
duct is strong in these days of the high 
cost of living. 

Compared with steam and hot water 
heating, furnace heating is cheaper to 
install, but more expensive to operate 
It is less efficient so far as heating 
thoroughly all parts of the house is con- 
cerned. Hot air does not travel well 
through long horizontal pipes and hence 
the first floor of a large house is liable 
to be cold and the upper floors are liable 
to be unduly hot. It is more efficient as 
a means of keeping the floors warm. 


~~ 

HOT WATER HEAT—The advantage 
of hot water heat is that it is economi- 
cal, efficien@e and cleanly. It blackens 
the watis less than does steam and fur- 
nace heat. It is a relatively uniform 
héat. The coils never get extremely 
hot nor do they get entirely cold. 

The great shortcoming of hot water 
heat is the difficulty in humidifying. 
The temperature of the coils is not high 
enough to evaporate enough water from 
any of the pan or wick devices. I 
know of no satisfactory device for hu- 
midifying where hot water is used ex- 
cept the method used by Dr. Peter 
Bryce, and that is not on the market. 

Dr. Bryce evaporates water in a boiler 
placed in the firebox of the water 
heater. The steam is then conducted to 
an air duct. The steam pipe runs in 
this duct for a certain distance and 
then discharges its steam into the in- 
coming air. My opinion is that until 
some method of humidifying the air 
of hot water heated rooms has been 
placed on a commercial basis no one is 
justified in equipping a living or work- 
ing place for hot water heat. 

STEAM HEAT-—It Is not difficult to 
humidity where steam heat is used. 
Steam can be blown from the coils into 
the air periodically. If this be objected 
to on account of the noise there are 
several satisfactory silencers on the 
market. Some of the pan and wick ap- 
pliances on the market are satisfactory. 
Most of them’are not. A pan which 
evaporates less than a gallon a day is 
useless, of nearly so. At that, there 
must be several pans. , 

Steam heat is economical and efficient. 
The first cost is higher than that of 
furance heat, but*the cost of heating is 
less. Radiators can be so placed as to 
take care of window and wall chill.

Peace is necessary to progress, so it must be maintained 
at all costs. In 1858 Mr. Wilson would have said to the 
Italians: “For heaven's sake, do not try to unite your 
selves and to throw off the Aystrian domination. If you 
do it there will be a never ceasing hatred between you 
and the Austrians. Wait quietly for the appearance of 
universal justice and peace, righteousness and benevolence, 
and you will get Venice, Milan, and the right to arrange 
everything to please yourselves.

In 1865 he would have said to the Germans: “ Remain 
divided and under the tutelage of Austria, because your 
building up a great empire will make it impossible for 
France to abolish her army.

A war with Japan for the supremacy in the Pacific 
would seem a crime to patriots of this kind, as sooner 
or later we shall be melted with the Japs ir the crucible 
of “humanity.” A Japanese invasion into California 
would probably not be tolerated By them, but their secret 
reasonings would run this way: “Isn't it too bad that 
public opinion cannot get rid of these dusty prejudices of 
nations and their property! Now of course we must do 
something, uw? aliquid flert videatur.” 

This is an intolerable exaggeration? I do not think so. 
My impression is that our entire army and navy legisia- 
tion is. permeated by these ideas. Our statesmen are 
shrugging their shoulders and excusing themselves. 
“Don’t you underatand that we are doing all we can to 
restrain public opinion? We have even appointed a thor 
oughgoing pacifist as secretary of war. He incarnates 
the spirit of our army. But, you see, the country is not 
quite ripe for humanitarian patrioism. Some of our peo 
ple are still scorning it as they did the beautiful idea of 
voluntary universal service.” 3 : 
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ES, Mr. Wilson’s patriotism is unselfish and Deca- 
tur’s is \selfish. Mr. Wilson’s patriotism is en- 
lightened and Decatur’s is blind. But Decatur’s 
patriotism ‘is strong and Mr. Wilson’s weak. De 

catur’s patriotism is enthusiastic and Mr. Wilson's hest- 
tating. The question is, What do we need at this hour? 
There is a great deal to say for both tendencies, the hu-| 
manitarian and the nationalistic, but our task is not to 
decide once for all in an academio discussion which is the 
better and the “hifgher” creed; we must ask ourselves, 
What is essary and most urgent now? The hundred 
million ericans are not professors and philosophers, 
they do not want to find out which doctrine is “true” 
but which will keep us in a good mental and physical con- 
dition and foster the welfare of the nation. To preach 
humanitarian patriotism, the doctrine of self-effacement, 
surrender, unpreparedness to a nation which is threatened 
by the danger of crumbling asunder into millions of unre 
lated and unconnected atoms seems insanity itself. It is 
a symptom of a serious malady, and at the same time it 
spreads the germs over an ever widening area of conta- 
gion while undermining our power of resistance. In the 
hour of danger—and it is an hour of danger—we must 
always fall back on the simple virtues and the stern spirit 
of sacrifite. Do not fear that we -shall ever become too 
Spartan in our mood and ways; it is not in us.

CCASIONALLY I receive letters from readers of 
O THs TRIBUNE in which they accuse me of being a 
“ bellicist ” and ask me with indignation if we could 
not spend our time and strength better than in 
preparing for war.

VERY night during the last summer two American 
ambulances made the trip from Blércourt to Marre 
to remove the wounded which had been brought 
into the dressing station from the advanced posi- 

tions by the brancardiers. It was a tough road from Blér- 
court to Marre, filled with pits mate by shell holes, and, as 
I have said, it was a delicate matter to get in and out of: 
the ruined village without arousing the attention of the 
Germans, : 

On the night of Sept. 23 the first little Ford ambulance had 
nearly got into Marre. It was driven by Roswell Saunders 
of Newburyport, Mass., and on the seat beside him was Ed- 
ward Kelley of Philadelphia, a new man who was learning 
the routes before driving an ambulance alone. Suddenly 
as the car neared the barricadé a shell struck three feet in 
front of it, a little to one side. As Saunders said, “It was 
just like entering a dark room and having something hit 
you hard over the head’’ The shell fragments spattered 
upward, riddling the radiator of the car, cutting off Kelley's 
head, and filling Saunders in the face and head with fine 
splinters. 


Blinded by the blood from his wounds, Saunders got

Hew Problems Arise from Fact 


Colored People Are Leaving 
the South for Good. 


cial.]}—Much of the discussion at the 
next session of the Tuskegee Negro con- 
ference to be held Jan. 17 and 18, 1917, 
will quite logically swing towards the 
subject of the migration of the colored’ 
people from the southern to northern 
communities. 

No such group ‘of white “and colored | 
people, who always have the best inter- | 
ests of the colored people close to thetr | 
hearts, could assemble without a frank | 
discussion of, this subject which, within | 
the last few months, has gripped the at- | 


press and focused the sympathetic in- 
terest of the nation upon the question 
of the Negro’s adjustment to the eco- 
nomic life of the country. 

Many reasons have been advanced for 
the rapidly changing conditions which 
now prevail in the south. 

Supply and Demand. 

“The southern states have not pro- 
vided ample educational advantages for 
the Negroes,” says the Atlanta Consti- 
tution. 

“Lawlessness on the part of the 
whites,” say a number of the leading 
southern white daily papers. 

Whatever may have been the indirect 
cause of the present exodus, the direct 
cause has undoubtedly been the law of 
supply and demand in the labor market. 
influenced by the war, the factories 
have been experiencing an unusual 


have naturally turned to the Negroes of 
the south. 

There are undoubtedly many reasons 
for the Negro’s ready response to the 
call of the north and west, but un- 
doubtedly last year’s disastrous crop*¢ 
shortage caused by the floods and the 
boll weevil have played no small part. In 
many instances the colored farm tenants 
have been reduced to destitution and 
they have had no choice between starva- 
tion in the south and $2.50 per day in 
some northern factory.

Breckinridge Cong 


The appointment of Breckinridge 
Long of St. Louis as third assistant 
secretary of state, first reported on 
Dec. 25, was confirmed yesterday.

He has prac- 
ticed law for ten years, and held of- 
fice in the Missouri State Bar asso- 
ciation, the St. Louis Bar association, 
and in 1914 was secretary of the Mis- 
souri code commission. He was an 
active worker for Wilson in the re- 
cent campaign, and is credited with 

_ being responsible for the size of the 
president's majority in Missouri.

following extract from an editcrial in 
the Montgomery, Ala., Advertiser: 

** Quite a number of the Negroes who 
went early in the exodus have already 
returned, in one way or another, sick of 
their experiences and declaring they are 
back in Alabama to stay. It would be 
foolish to think, however, that all the 
Negroes whorhave gone north or who 
are going north will come back. In 
truth, nearly all of those who haye 
gone are gone for good.” 

Here then is a new problem. The 
Negroes who have gone north for good 
must be helped in adjusting themselves 
to their new conditions. 

The Negro churches and fraternal or- 
ganizations like the National League on 
Urban Condifons Among Negroes, the 
Young Men's Christian association, and 
the National Negro Health Week which 
will be conducted by the National Negro 
Business league next spring, all will 
contribute something in the way of 
helping the Negro to fit efficiently into 
the new relationship. 


New Economic Conditions. 

To those colored people who remain in 
the south there are the problems of 
diversification of crops and cattle rais- 
ing which are incorporated into the 
scheme of readjustment that has been 
advanced by the south’s most earnest 
thinkers as the best method of meeting 
the new economic conditions. In connec- 
tion with this though, Dr. Moton, prin- 
cipal of the Tuskegee tns‘itute, said in 
a speech at Montgomery, Ala., recently: 

“Sooner or later the farmers, business 
men, and scientists are going to get to- 
gether very seriously and the boll weevil 
is boursd to be exterminated. They have 
gone to Africa and are now exterminat- 
‘ sleeping 
sickness’; they have >ractically™Wiped 
out yellow fever in the canal zone, and 
eventually they will overcome the bell 
weevil. 

Cotton to Continue King. 

“Then cotton will continue as ‘ king ' 
and the Negro who remains and helps 
to fight the boll weev?tl pest will share 
richly in the production of cotton and 
other forms of prosperity which are 
sure to come in the south. We must 
make up our minds that our chances for 
work, for home making, and for devel- 
opment are just as goo in Alabama as 
anywhere eise iu the world.” 


Asks Hospitals to Give 
Aid to Emergency Case 


Letters were sent to hospital superin- 
tendents in Chicago yesterday .by Cor- 
oner Hoffman asking them to accept 
and give treatment to any person 
brought to their institutions until the 
condition of the patient improves suf- 
ficiently for his removal.

ommendations of a coroner's jury which

Henry Z. Durand, who died in a police 


ambulance on the way to the county hos- 


pital last Sunday after he was refused 
admittance into St. Luke’s hospital by 
an interne. 

The coroner’s jury exonerated &t. 
Luke's hospital from blame, but placed 
the burden on an interne who examined 
the attorney and refused him admit- 
tance.
